REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Office action dated February 7, 2005, has been carefully reviewed in 
light of the examiner's helpful comments and suggestions. 

By the above amendments, submitted herewith are two Replacement Sheets 
of drawings for approval by the examiner. No new matter has been added, and the 
replacement sheets are believed to have addressed the drawing objections. Fig. 1 
now shows a rotating face plate 42. As to new Fig. 3, an image processing 
radiation beam is arranged along the Z-axis 6 of the coordinate measuring machine. 
Above the image lens 2, a measuring object 7 is imaged onto a sensor 3. The 
output signal of sensor 3 is led to the control 5 of the coordinate measuring 
machine. Via the control 5, sensor 3 is adjusted in relation to the measuring object 
7. A movement of the object 7 along the Y-axis 1 is also possible. 

Moreover, the specification has been amended to add section headings, and 
correct a number of typographical errors pointed out by the examiner. No new 
matter has been added. 

Claims 1,4, 16, and 19 have been amended to address the Section 112, 
second paragraph, indefiniteness rejections raised by the examiner. No new matter 
has been added. Claims 15 and 28 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

Each issue raised in the Office action dated February 7, 2005, has been 
addressed and it is believed that claims 1-14 and 16-27 are in condition for 
allowance. Wherefore, reconsideration and allowance of these claims is earnestly
